WASTE BY FRICTION. 


‘Mutual Respect and Confidence Essential 


to All Great Undertakings. 


Undoubtedly a great many people over- 


work, but there are a great many sins laid 
upon the shoulders of work which ought to 
Friction, 


‘says the Christian Union, kills ten men 


where overwork kills one; friction destroys 
wastes energy, spends courage 
and induces failure. Exceptin cases where 
| personal adjustments are absolutely neces- 
sary, friction is pure waste, serves no pur- 
| pose, accomplishes no result, and is so much 


capital of health, strength, high spirit and 
good working power thrown away. It is 


safe to say that no great enterprise ever 


succeeded in which friction was not re- 


duced tothe minimum, because friction in- 
volves necessarily defective organization or 
antagonistic methods and plans. The home 
in which friction is a permanent element is 
@ caricature of a real home. It is a home 
without repose, without cheerfulness, with- 
out that atinosphere of confidence, sweet- 
ness and sacrifice which is to all the best 
and noblest interests of the family what 
the air is to plants and men. Incidental 
friction and occasional friction are inevita- 
ble; continuous friction means bad organ- 
ization, unsympathetic workers, or the 
presence of obstinacy, stupidity or willful- 
ness. Wherever it exists it ought to be 
taken as an indication that there is some- 
thing wrong, and as a suggestion that itis 
time to examine the situation and remove 
the obstacles. In most cases the observ- 
ance ofa few simple principles will eliminate 
this exasperating source of weaxness and 
failure. 

Itis useless for peopie to try te accomplish 
acommon result without mutual confidence 
in each other. If a man lacks conhdence in his 
partners, he would better dissolve the part- 
nership and form new business connec- 
tions; if a man lacks confidence in his 
friends, he would better examine himself to 
see whether he is worthy of association 
with them, aud if he can satisfy his mind on 
that point he would better cease intercourse 
with them rather than carry it on at the ex- 
pense of that good understanding which is 
the basis of all true friendship. A _ friend- 
ship accompanied by incessant irritation 
will sooner or later come to an end, and the 
sooner that end is reached the better. Mu- 
tual confidence is the only sound and 
healthy basis for co-operation in any enter- 
prise. When we cease to have confidence 
in each other, it is time that the connection 
should be broken. The other method of 
keeping up a relationship out of which the 
heart is gone, and so producing a continual 
friction, is a slow torture to which death is 
far preferable. <a 

Thoroughgoing sympathy makes friction 
impossible, andis at the same time the 
foundation rock on which all great success 
is builded. No man can co-operate, heart 
and soul, with another unless he has sym- 
pathy with his aims and spirit. Hecan not 
even understand what those aims and 
spirit are without the power to put himself 
in the other’s place and see things from his 
point of view. Great enterprises go 
through to success when men come into full 
sympathy with each other in their devotion 
to a great purpose. Such a sympathy isa 
siient but infallible interpreter between 
men who may differ in many points, urge 
diverse methods, even possesses antago- 
nistic temperaments, and yet be perfectly 
harmonious through their harmony in some 
central purpose. 

Every great work is, in a certain sense, a 
compromise. No man ‘is able to achieve a 
great thing with his own unaided hand. At 
some point or another he needs the help of 
others, and when he needs that help he 
must concede something to it. It is only 
under a despotism or under some form of 
slavery that oné man arbitrarily imposes 
his will on another. In that case there is 
no friction because there is no individuality, 
no. consciousness of manhood, none of the 
barriers of self-respect. Mutual conves- 
sions are the price which men must pay for 
co-operation, and in the end they gain more 
than they lose, for many a man who has. 
genius for ideas is helpless without the 
practical skill which can give them shape 
and form In theshaping and forming the 
idea is generally modified to advantage. 

Men who work together and without fric- 
tion must respect each other. There is 
nothing which creates so effective an esprit 
de corps, which develops so thorough a 
discipline, as the common respect of each 
man for the place, responsibility and 
authority of every other. If a man’s per- 
sonality and authority are not respected in 
a department of a business, it is time for 
him toinsist on the proper recognition of 
both; or if his superior has not yet learned 
the primary business principle of respect- 
ing the personality and the authority ofa 
subordinate, it is time that he went back to 
the kindergarten and made a thorough 
study of the first principles of success. 

If mutual confidence, mutual sympathy, 
mutual concession and mutual respect are 
studiously cultivated, friction will disappear 
and success be achieved. Where men are 
hand-in-glove in proper relations, and in the 
proper spirit toward each other, friction is 


impossible. 


Cost of Living in Germany. 

The poor of Germany can live much 
cheaper than the poor of America. But for 
the rich, especially for Americans and En- 
glish, living is nearly as expensive in the 
Fatherland .as their native countries. The 
following are the prices of some articles of 
food as bought by rich and poor on the pub- 
lic market: Butter is 20 cents a pound; 
eggs, 20 cents a dozen; coffee, from 15 to 40 
cents a pound; salt, 5 cents a quart; sugar, 
6 cents a pound; a huge loaf of rye bread, 
8 cents; steak is 15, 20 and 25 cents a pound; 
vegetables cost just about one quarter as 
much in Germany as with us.

EL! TERRY'S S INVENT ION. | 


Thé* Conditions Under Which the First 
Wooden Clock Was Made. 

E. A. Fenn, in the Allegan (Mich.) Jour- 
nal, says: About-the year 1800 there ig 
a sort of indolent, thriftless, un 
young man by the name of Eli Terry “His 
birthplace was the same as sila Ply- 
mouth, Conn. Hesought the hand and heart 
of a Miss Warner, and was bitterly opposed 
by her friends on account of his inability to 
support her. Miss Warner was either a 
sister or a cousin of the late Mrs. Frieud 
Ives, an old resident of Gun Plains, and 
grandmother of Leon and Fred Chichester. 
The Warners were solid old Puritan stock 
and despised laziness, but, notwithstanding 
all opposition, they were married, set up 
housekeeping and s0on destitution and 
want was about all that seemed visible for 
future days. 

Eli had no visible means of support, but 
spent his time sitting on a stump or block, 
whittling out a circle he struck with an old 
compass or sawing off bits of wood from 
some dead trees, and thus, day after day, 
his time was spent, and the general 
opinion was he was crazy. Want pressed so 
hard in the home that the wife, by urgent 
entreaty of her friends, had aout made } 
up her mind to return to her parents’ 
home, when the fruits of Eli’s whit 
tling and sawing materialized in the 
first wooden clock ever made in America 
aud, I believe, in any country. It was read- 
ily sold to a neighbor for $30 and paid for in 
pork, flour, potatoes, other family necessi- 
ties and a little money, with which he 
bought tools to facilitate his work in further 
prosecution of clock making. Another and 
another was made that sold readily as soon 
as completed, The foot lathe and small cir- 
cular saws were added, then men were em- 
ployed, clocks more rapidly made and eager- 
ly sought after, and Eli Terry began to ac- 
cumulate. In the meantime he had made 
application for letters patent ypon his clock, 
and about 1802 or 1808 built a small shop 
and commenced improving on his clock and 
construction of machinery and tools, and the 
foundation for a vast fortune was made 
which materialized in after years. Not- 
withstanding his unbounded benevolence, 
he became very rich. He died about 1845, 
at the advanced age of eighty-five years, 
beloved and respected by all who knew him, 
leaving a large family of grown-up boys and | 
anumber of grandsons, all very wealthy, 
and all living in Terryville, Conn., con- 
trolling nearly all the wealth of the place, 
which was invested in large manufactories 
for clocks and locks. Itis worthy of note 
that not one Terry is left in that region and 
all their interests and investments have 
scattered or gone into other hands. 


OLD RACHEL’S UMBRELLA. 


How the Frugal Lady Made Her Husband

It was literally 
downy. The old troop-horse heaved a great | 
sigh, and dropping his head went fast 
asleep, as every good soldier should do when 
he finds the opportunity. The negro troopers 
sat about, their black skins shining with 
perspiration, and took no interest in the 
matter in hand. They occupied such time 
in joking and in merriment as seemed fitted 
for growling. They may be tired and they 
may be hungry, but they do not see fit to 
augment their misery by finding fault with 
every body and every thing. In this partic- 
ular they are charming men with whom to 
serve. Officers have often confessed to me 
that when they are on long and monot- 
onous field service and are troubled witha 
depression of spirits, they have only to go 
about the camp-fires of the negro soldier in 
order to be amused and cheered by the clev- 
er absurdities of the men. Personal rela- 
tions can be much closer between white offi- 
cers and colored soldiers than in the white 
regiments without breaking the barriers 
which are necessary to army discipline. 
The men look up to a good officer, rely on him 
in trouble, and even seek him for advice in 
their small personal affairs. In _bar- 
racks no soldier is allowed by his fellows to 
‘cuss out’ a justand respected superior. As 
totheir bravery, I am often asked: ‘Will 
they fight?’ That is easily answered. 
They have fought many, many times. The 
old sergeant sitting near me, as calm of. 
features as a bronze statue, once deliber- 
ately walked over.a Cheyenne rifle-pit and 
killed his man. One little fellow near 
once took charge of a lot of stampeded cay- 
alry horses when Apache bullets were fiy- 
ing loose and no one knew what point to ex- 
pect them next. little episodes prove 
the sometimes coubted self-reliance of the 


negro.”’

THE Portland Oregonian is quo- 
ting a traveler’s descriptien of 
Australia to prove to the people of 
the West that irrigation only is 
needed to make the arid lands of 
America to “blossom as the rose.” 
It is not necessary, however, to go 
as far as Australia for proof of the 
fact that water will make lands 
which now appear as totally value- 
less, pfoduce immense _ crops. 
Marvels have already been accom- 
plished in California, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Utah, Wyoming and 
Idaho, The valley of the Boise to- 
day is a demonstration of the 
power of water to turn barren 
sagebrush lands into fields of rar- 
est fertility. Another notable in- 
stance is that of the richest orange 
belt in Southern California, River- 
side, where land was not supposed 
to have any value at all twenty 
years ago and where now unim- 
proved land cannot be bought for 
less than $250 an acre, and where 
the fruit crop of 1885 sold for 
$4,000,000, each subsequent year 
showing’ an increase. The arte- 
sian wells in the San Joaquin val- 
ley have already reclaimed hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of land 
for grain-growing and grape-rais- 
ing, and the possibilities have 
scarcely been fathomed. In the 
Montezuma valley, Colorado, one 
enterprise, which cost $400,000, has 
reclaimed over 200,000 acres of rich 
agricultural lands. Another enter- 
prise which involved an expendi- 
ture of $500,000, has resulted in the 
reclamation of 150,000 acres in 
Weld county, while 300,000 acres 
will be served by two canals in the 
beautiful San Luis Valley. 

In Montana, says the Helena In- 
dependent, the mest extensive irri- 
gation enterprise thus far under- 
taken is the Sun River Canal, 
which has accomplished marvels 
already, while the Gallatin ditch 
will double the productiveness of 
that already one of the richest val- 
leys in Montana. Other canals 
have been projected, all of them 
promising large returns for the 
investors. ;

Whitelaw Reid Received. 
Paris, May 21.—President Carnot 
to-day gave audience to Whitelaw 
Reid, the American Minister, who 
presented his credentials.

and stimulate the esteem which Presi- 
dent Harrison and the whole Ameri- 
can people hold for France. ‘‘It is 
my good fortune,’’ said Mr. Reid, ‘‘ to 
represent America here when France 
is celebrating a centenary as important 
as the centenary lately celebrated in 
America. We do not forget that vou 
helped in the success of our revolution. 
This increases our interest in the mag- 
nificent display of the arts of peace 
with which you nobly crown your cen- 
tenary. My instructions inform me that 
there does not exist a shadow of 
difference between France and the 
United States capable of obscuring the 
centenary of the old friendship of the 
two Republics, which I hope will al- 
ways endure. 
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Fatal Collision. 
' Lonpon, May 
steamer German Emperor ran into the 
British steamer Beresford yesterday 
morning while the latter was at anchor 
on Goodwin Sands. The German Em- 
peror sank instantly. Boats were 


lowered from the Beresford and res- 
cued three persons from the German 
Emperor. The Beresford’s bows were 
stove in and she disappeared in the 
fog. For a little while her fate was 
unknown, but it is now learned that 
she is proceeding to Gravesend. Nine 
persons on board the German Em- 
peror took to a small boat and landed 
at Dover. It is thought that thirty 
perished. 

The survivors who reached Dover 
gave an exaggerated report of the loss 
of life. It is now known that the loss 
is not as great as at first reported. 

The Bresford arrived at Gravesend 
with twelve of the crew of the German 
Emperor. 

None of those on board of the Beres- 
ford were lost. Six belonging to the 
German Emperor are missing. 
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A Serious Higch. 

Berum, May 21.—The special corre- 
spondent here of the Associated Press 
learns tha®& serious hitch has occurred 
in the negotiations between the com- 
missioners to the conference in the 
Samoan affairs. The United States 
Government insists that Malietoa be 
restored as King. This is the chief 
point at issue, and the German Gov- 
ernment is reluctant to agree to that 
proposition. Its representatives point 
out that Germany has pardoned Ma- 
lietoa, and declare that they think that 
is the best their Government can do as 
far as he is concerned.

Chicage Asylum Brutes. 

Cuicago, May 20.—The most horri- 
ble revelation made in the investiga- 
tion of the Chicago Insave Asylum 
was that reached to-day in tbe testi- 
mony of George Hill, a locomotive 
engineer, now employed on the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad. 
He was admitted to the institution in 
January, 1888, suffering from a slight 
mental derangement, and was dis- 
charged as cured in May. When he 
went to the Asylam an attendant 
named Lott asked him if h» was in- 
sade. Hill said he was not. ‘* Well,” 
replied Lott, ‘we will make you a 


d——n sight insaner than you are 
now.”’ Another attendant, named 
Julian, ordered Hill to sweep outa 
rcom, and on his saying he had not 
come there for that purpose, knocked 
him down and kicked him in 
the body and mouth, knocking his 
teeth out. Hill tried to cover his face 
by getting his head beneath a bench, 
when Julien turned the bench over, 
breaking Hill’s arm. Hill rolled up 
his coat sleeve in court and showed a 
huge lump, where the ends of broken 
bones badly joined stood out. They 
knocked him down again, he said, 
and broke one of his ribs. His arm 
caused him great pain, and he could 
not get proper treatment. He tried to 
see the doctor, but Julien told him if 
he dared speak he would kill him 
right there. One day Hill had an 
opportunity of conversing with Super- 
visor Jones and told him he was badly 
treated, and afterwards two attendants 
knocked him down and held him 
while Julian kicked him in the head 
and breast. On getting up, with the 
blood running from his face, he said 
he would have justice some day, 
whereupon Julian cursed him and 
knocked him down and kicked hii 
again. 

Hill said that a new patient named 
Levy was brought in one dav who did 
not know enough to go to the dining- 
room, When attendants Julian and 
Lott knocked him down and jumped 
on his stomach until he was unable tod 
move. Then they picked him up and 
threw him on a bed. Levy died that 
night. 

The court-room was still as death 
during this awful recital. 

Judge Pendergast instructed the 
witness to bring in his wife to corrob- 
orate his story, and a physician was 
detailed to examine Hill’s arms and 
ribs. 

Several other witnesses testified to 
the brutality of the attendants, the 
miserable quality of the food, ete. 

County Physician’ Todd testified 
that Robert Burns, whose death re- 
sulted in this investigation, did not 
die of consumption, as was stated by 
Superintendent Kiernan in his_ cer- 
tificate of death.

The Los Angeles Tribune has the 

following: ‘‘ Detective Russell goes 
to Ellensburg, W. T., to bring back 
the murderer to this city. Over seven- 
teen years ago Richard See killed W. 
Duncan in a saloon near Downey. It 
was a cold-blooded murder, See delib- 
erately shooting Duncan down like a 
dog. There are but few readers of the 
Tribune who can recall to their mind 
the story of the murder, See escaped 
and nothing was heard of the mur- 
derer for many years. Detective Rus- 
sell, who formerly lived at Downey, 
has taken considerable interest in the 
case, and has been py ag in tracing 
the whereabouts of See for a couple of 
vears. Less than a year ago Russell 
located See in innemucca and 
started after him, but an official gave 
See a pointer before. Russell arrived 
there and See left his family and dis- 
appeared. He had lived at Winne- 
mucca for sixteen years under the as- 
sumed name of Bennett Jackson. No 
trace of See could be obtained until his 
bad temper gave him awav. He 
assaulted..a man at Ellensburg 
and was sentenced to six months in 
jail. His time is shortly to expire, 
but Russell will be on hand to receive 
him and bring him back to the scene 
of his crime seventeen years ago. He 
will be tried for murder, and there are 
enough witnesses still living to make 
out a very stromg case against the 
butcher of Duncan. The widow Dun- 
can is now living with several grown-up 
sons at Green Mountain. Old-timers 
will also remember that old man See, 
the father of Dick See, met the same 
fate as Duncan, being shot down by 
Dick Perry somewhere in the vicinity 
of Downey. The trial of Dick See for 
the murder of Duncan will no doubt 
attract more than ordinary interest, as 
many lawless and bloody incidents of 
early days will be developed. It will 
be fully a month before Russell will 
return with his prisoner, who is now 
an old man. It is not often that a 
man is arrested for murder after suc- 
cessfully evading justice for seventeen 
years.’

One by one the croupier’s 
remorseless rake swept them away and 
then the lovers went out of the hot, crowded 
rooms, out from the glare of the chan- 
deliers and swinging lamps into the tender 
moonlight again. Down “the Stair-case of 
Fortune” arm in arm they went-along the 
glorious marble terraces that look upon the 
sea,on to where at the footof the great 
rock on which Monaco stands there hes the 
Condamine. It was their last walk together. 
The lovers were going home to die. 

That night, in some way which I was un- 
able to ascertain, the guilty and ruined man 
and woman obtained some charcoal and got 
it into their bed-room. They then closed the 
windows and doors and prepared for death. 
They wrote a letter—a letter which an 
official assured me was so touching that, as 
he read it in the room where they lay dead, 
the tears ran down his. cheeks. Then the 

girl—she was but a girl—d ressed herself in 
snowy white and placed in her breast a sweet 
bouquet of violets. Then the charcoal was 
lighted and the lovers laid themselves out 
for death, side by side, and passed dreamily 
into sleep, from sleep to death, and from 
death to judgment. 

It is not a moral story; it is not a new 
story. I have told it simply as it hap 
pened.
